be in containers and placed in the back 
alley. Ashes must be piled in a con- 
venient place and not among, weeds. 
Centainers sould be such that can be 
readily handled by the garbage re- 
mover. On a motion by Councillor 
Gilbart and seconded by Councillor 
Hunter and carried that sealed tend- 
ers be called for garbage removal] on 
yearly basis and the tenders are to 
be dealt with at the next meeting. 
An application had been received from 
G. F. Burne for the purchase of two 
lots in Block 4 plan 968-x together 
with an application for a permit to 
construct and operate a service sta- 
tion on the lots. The lots were sold 
to Mr. Burne and be was granted a 
permit to construct and operate 4a 
service station thereon, 

Building permits were applied for 
by Wilson and Walter (Schnelle to 
build dwellings on lots in block F, The 
permits were granted also the rights 
for irrigation and sewer connections 
on the property. 

A descussion regarding the condi. 
tion of the No. One highway fron 
Calgary east to the east boundary of 
Range 23 took place. It was decided to 
write the Minister of Public ‘Works, 
Edmonton, strongly urging that this 
piece of highway be rebuilt.

CONTROL DESTRUCTIVE SPRING 
FIRES TO HAVE ‘MORE BIRDS 


Spring is ahead of time, at least it 
looks that way now. Mallards, Pin- 
tails, Canada geese, Meadowlarks, 
Killdeer—all ground nesting birds— 
are back ten days ahead of time. If 
this weather keeps up they will be 
nesting earlier than usual, 

By the same token, the stubble 
fields and haylands will be ready to 
burn that. much earlier, too, Where 
burning is to be done—get it dore 
before April 15—before that if poss- 
ible, and save untold numbers of birds 
nests from destruction, 

Ducks start nesting about April 
20. Prairie chicken and Hungarian 
partridge starts early in May; 80 
do many other ground-nesting insect 
eating birds, 

These birds consume thousands of 
bushels of noxious insects, ‘Their 
steady pressure on insects heads of? 
destructive outbreaks. On farm and 
communities, where stubble and hay 
lands are burned before April 20, 
birds increase with astonishing rapid- 
ty. Lands that are to be summer 
fallowed should be burned over before 
April 15—earlier if possible. This 
discourages birds from nesting on 
fields which are to be ploughed at the 
time eggs or young are in the nests, 

Control the burning. ‘See that it 
does not destroy good nesting cover 
er wood lots, or run wild inta marsh

The report reveals that the company } 
has extensive plans for building and 
modernizing refinery equipment. Four 
ocean-going tankers, lost during tie 
war, are to be replaced, and the 
company plans to build three lake 
tankers in Canada, A fourth tanker 
vf coastal size has been added to 
the fleet recently. Approximately 93 
percent of those company employe2s 
who served in the armed forces and 
were known to be discharged were 
again in the company’s employ at the 
end of 1945, 


THE NEED FOR MORE WHEAT | 


Evidence continues to pour in from ; 
people on the spot in Europa and! 
Asia of the tragic situation that mil. | 
lions will find themselves in from lack 
of food in the next few months. | 
Every farmer who feels, thenefore, 
that he can reasonably well spare 
even a load of wheat from his bins 
wil] certainly be performing a most 
humanitarian act by hauling it to 
market so that it can be shipped 
quickly abroad, 

But the need will not end in Aug- 
ust. Much wheat—man’s finest food— 
will be required during the winter of 
1946 and the spring and summer of 
1947! Farmers,. therefore, whose 
fields now have good reserves of 
moisture, and who feel they could sow 
additiona] land to wheat this sprin;:, 
would certainly be helping to alleviute 
the acute distress from hunger and 
diseas2 that will still’ prevail in 
Europe and Asia at least 18 months 
to come. The Dominion government 
so far has not asked farmers to sow 
any additional wheat acreage, so that 
the matter is left to each individual 
to do what he feels best considering 
all the circumstances, We must re- 
member that these starving people 
in Europe and Asia are our past and 
we hope future, customers for our 
prairie products.

Wheat 
and cereals are among the foods most urgently needed at the present time, 
and this need will continue to be urgent at least during the next four or 
five months or until the 1946 cereal crop is harvested.

Twenty-five workers were em- 
ployed in this small factory. During

suing years 28,000,000 component 
parts were processed. “If those wo- 
men hadn’t volunteered to help us”, 
said a manager, “it would have taken 
our prewar. sttaff 40 years to do the 
work”.

The latest research into the wheat 
situation reveals the following ia- 
formation; Visible stocks cf Canadian 
wheat totaled 114 million bushels in 
comparison with 350 millions at this 
time last ear. In addition to the 
above visible supplies, about 45 mil- 
lion bushels may be expected in the 
form of deliveries from farms, mak- 
ing a total of 159 million bushels. 
About 70 million bushels will be re- 
quired to keep domestic mills busy 
until the new crop comes in, leaving 
a balance of 89 million bushels. Of 
this balance, possibly 80 million can 
be exported, Every effort is being 
exerted to encourage farm deliveries. 
The need for wheat in Euroe is acute 
at the present moment and will r:- 
main so for another three. of four 
months at least pending delief look- 
¢d for in the current year’s European 
harvest. The winter crop in te 
United States is reported to be in ex: 
cellent shape and prospects for a 
good crop there are bright.
